CHICAGO, Dec. 31.— A tiny speck of radium, weighing thir­ 
ty-five milligrams and worth $4,50U, the whole su p p ly of St. Cuke s 
hospital, mysteriously disappeared from the body of a girl patient 
undergoing the radium treatm ent for cancer, Monday, hospital of­ 
ficials admitted today. 
Detectives from an insurance company and 
from the police department have been linable to find it. 
The bit of mineral was p laced in a tube one inch long by an 
eighth of an inch iii diameter, and bound to a wound on the body of 
the girl patient, said to be a member of a wealthy Des Moines fam­ 
ily. 
When a physician examined the wound Monday night, the ra­ 
dium was gone. 
“ A thief would find it difficult to dispose of it,” said Superin­ 
tendent Curtis today.
